18 I will givethankstothee, 0 Lord, 
within th' assembly great; 

And where much peoplegather'd are 
thy praisesforth will set. 

19 Let not my wrongful enemies 
proudly rejoiceo'er me; 

N or who me hate without a cause, 
letthem wink with theeye. 

20 For peacethey do not speak at al I; 
but crafty plots prepare 
Againstall those within theland 
that meek and quiet are. 

21 With mouths set wide, they 'gainst me 
said, 

Ha, ha! our eyedoth see. 

22 Lord, thou hast seen, hold not thy peace; 
Lord, be not far from me. 

23 Stir up thyself; wake, that thou may'st 
judgment to me afford, 

Ev'n to my cause, O thou that art 
my only God and Lord. 

24 O Lord my God, dothou mejudge 

after thy righteousness; 

A nd I et them not thei r joy 'gai nst me 
triumphantly express:

8 Sofeebleand infirm am I, 
and broken am so sore, 

That, through disquiet of my heart, 

I have been madeto roar. 

9 0 Lord, all that I dodesire 
isstill beforethineeye;

(7) Wi11 the Lord cast off for ever? and wi11 
he befavourable no more? 

(8) Is his mercy clean gonefor ever? doth his 
promisefail for evermore? 

(9) H ath God forgotten to be gracious? hath 
hein anger shut up histender mercies? Selah. 


(10) And I said, This/'s my infirmity: but/ 
will remember theyearsof therighthand of 
themost High. 


(11) I will remember theworksof theLORD: 
surely I will remember thy wonders of old. 


(12) I will meditatealso of all thy work, and 
talk of thy doings. 


(13) Thy way, 0 God, /s in thesanctuary: 
who /s so great a God as our God? 


(14) Thou art the God that doest wonders:

11 H is works and wonders they forgot, 
which hetothemdid show. 

12 Thi ngs marvel I ous he brought to pass; 
thei r fathers them beheld 
Within theland of Egyptdone, 
yea, ev'n in Zoan'sfield. 


(4) Wewill nothidettìemfromtheirchildren, 
shew i ng to the generati on to come 


thepraisesof theLORD, and hisstrength, 
and hiswonderful worksthat hehath done. 


(5) For he establ i shed a testi mony i n J acob, 
and appointed a law in Israel, which he 
commanded our fathers, thatthey should 
makethem known totheir children: 

(6) That the generati on to come mi ght know 
them, even thechildren which should beborn; 
who should ariseand declare them totheir 
children: 

(7) Thatthey mightsettheir hopein God, 
and notforgettheworksof God, but keep his 
commandments: 


(8) A nd mi ght not be as thei r fathers, a 
stubborn and rebelliousgeneration; a 
generation that set not their heart aright, and 
whosespiritwas notstedfastwith God. 

(9) Thechildren of Ephraim, being armed, 
and carrying bows, turned back in theday of 
battle. 


(10) They kept not the covenant of God, and 
refused to walk in hislaw; 

(11) And forgat his works, and hiswonders 
that he had shewed them. 

(12) Marvellousthingsdid heinthesightof 
thei r fathers, in the land of Egypt, in thefield 
of Zoan. 
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13 By him divided wasthesea, 
he caus'd them through to pass; 

And madethewaterssoto stand, 
as likean heap it was. 

14 Withcloud by day, with lightof fire 

all night, hedid them guide. 

15 In desert rocks heclave, and drink, 
as from great depths, supply'd. 

16 H e from the rock brought streams, I i ke 
floods 

madewatersto run down. 

17 Yet sinning more, in desert they 
provok'd the H ighest One. 

18 For i n thei r heart they tempted God, 

and, speaking with mistrust, 

They greedily did meat require 
tosatisfy their lust. 

19 AgainsttheLord himself they spake, 

and, murmuring, said thus, 

A tablein thewilderness 
can God preparefor us? 

20 Behol d, he smote the rock, and thence 

came streams and waters great; 
Butcan hegivehis peoplebread? 
and send them flesh to eat? 

21 TheLord did hear, and waxed wroth; 

so kindled wasaflame 
'Gainstjacob, and 'gainst Israel 
up indignation came. 

22 For they believ'd not God, nor trust 
in hissalvation had; 

23 Though cloudsabovehedid command, 
and heav'n's doors open made, 

24 And manna rain'd on them, and gave 
them corn of heav'n to eat. 

25 M an angel s' food d i d eat; to them 
heto thefulI sent meat. 


(13) Hedivided thesea, and caused them to 
passthrough; and hemadethewatersto 
stand as an heap. 


(14) In thedaytimealso heled them with a 
cloud, and all thenightwith alightof fire. 

(15) Heclavetherocks in the wilderness, 
and gavethem drink asout ofthegreat 
depths. 

(16) H e brought streams also out of the rock, 
and caused watersto run down likerivers. 

(17) And they sinned yet moreagainst him 
by provoking the most H igh in the 
wilderness. 

(18) And they tempted God in their heart by 
aski ng meat for thei r I ust. 


(19) Yea, they spakeagainst God; they said, 
Can God furnish atableinthewilderness? 


(20) Behol d, he smote the rock, that the 
waters gushed out, and the streams 
overflowed; can hegivebread also? can he 
provideflesh for his people? 

(21) ThereforetheLORD heard this, and was 
wroth: so afirewas kindled againstjacob, 
and anger also cameup agai nst I srael; 


(22) Becausethey believed not in God, and 
trusted not in hissalvation: 

(23) Though hehad commanded theclouds 
from above, and opened thedoors of heaven, 

(24) And had rained down manna upon 
them to eat, and had gi ven them of the corn 
of heaven. 

(25) M an d i d eat angel s' food: he sent them 
meattothefull. 
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26 And in theheaven hedid cause 
an eastern wind to blow; 

And by his power he let out 
the southern wi nd to go. 

27 Thenflesh asthickasdusthemade 

to rain down them among; 

And feather'd fowls, likeasthesand 
which Ii'th the shore along. 

28 At hiscommand amidsttheir camp 

theseshow'rsof flesh downfell, 

A11 round aboutthetabernacles 

and tents wherethey did dwell. 

29 So they did eat abundantly, 
and had of meattheirfill; 

For hedid givetothem what was 
their own desireand will. 

30 They from thei r I ust had not estrang'd 
thei r heart and thei r desi re; 

But w hi I e the meat was i n thei r mouths, 
which they did so require, 

31 God's wrath upon them came, and slew 
the fattest of them al I; 

So that the choi ce of I srael, 
o'erthrown by death, did fall. 

32 Yet, notwithstanding of all this, 
they sinned still the more; 

And though hehad great wonders wrought, 
believ'd him not therefore: 

33 Whereforetheirdaysinvanity 
hedid consumeand waste; 

And by hiswrath their wretched years 
away in troublepast. 

34 But when heslew them, then they did 
to seek him shew desire; 

Yea, they return'd, and after God 
right early did enquire. 


(26) H e caused an east w i nd to bl ow i n the 
heaven: and by his power hebrought inthe 
south wind. 


(27) Herained flesh also upon them asdust, 
and feathered fowlslikeasthesand of the 
sea: 


(28) And helet/tfall inthemidstoftheir 
camp, round abouttheir habitations. 


(29) Sothey did eat, and werewell filled: for 
he gave them thei r ow n desi re; 


(30) They were not estranged from their lust. 
But w hi I e thei r meat was yet i n thei r mouths, 


(31) Thewrath of God cameupon them, and 
slew thefattest of them, and smote down the 
chosen men of I srael. 


(32) For all thisthey sinned still, and 
believed notfor hiswondrous works. 


(33) Thereforetheir daysdid heconsumein 
vanity, and their years in trouble. 


(34) When heslew them, then they sought 
him: and they returned and enquired early 
after God. 
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35 A nd that the Lord had been thei r Rock, 

they did remember then; 
Ev'nthatthehigh almighty God 
had their Redeemer been. 

36 Yet w ith thei r mouth they fl atter'd hi m, 

and spakebutfeignedly; 

A nd they unto the God of truth 
with theirfalsetonguesdid lie. 

37 For though thei r words were good, their 

heart 

with him was not sincere; 
Unstedfastand perfidious 
they in his cov'nant were. 

38 But, full of pity, heforgave 
thei r si n, them d i d not sl ay; 

Nor stirr'd up all hiswrath, butoft 
hisangerturn'd away. 

39 Forthatthey werebutfadingflesh 

to mind hedid recall; 

A wind that passeth soon away, 
and notreturnsatall. 

40 How often did they him provoke 

within the wilderness! 

And inthedesertdid himgrieve 
with their rebelliousness! 

41 Yea, turning back, they tempted God, 
and limitssetupon 
Him, who in midstof Isr'el is 
theonly Holy One. 

42 Theydid notcall tomind hispow'r, 

nor yet the day when he 
Del i ver'd them out of the hand 
of thei r f i erce enemy; 

43 Nor how greatsignsin Egyptland 

heopenly had wrought; 

What miraclesin Zoan's field 
his hand to pass had brought. 


(35) And they remembered that God i/i/as 
their rock, and the high God their redeemer. 


(36) N everthelessthey did flatter him with 
their mouth, and they lied unto him with 
their tongues. 


(37) Fortheir heart was not right with him, 
neither werethey stedfast in his covenant. 


(38) But he, being full of compassion, forgave 
their iniquity, and destroyed them not: yea, 
many atimeturned hehisanger away, and 
did notstir up all hiswrath. 

(39) For he remembered that they were but 
flesh; a wind that passeth away, and cometh 
notagain. 


(40) How oftdid they provokehim inthe 
wilderness, and grievehim in thedesert! 


(41) Yea, they turned back and tempted God, 
and limited theHoly Oneof Israel. 


(42) They remembered not his hand, nor the 
day when hedelivered them from theenemy. 


(43) How hehad wrought hissigns in Egypt, 
and his wonders in thefield of Zoan: 
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44 How lakesand riversev'ry where 
heturned into blood; 

Sothat nor man nor beastcould drink 
of stand i ng I ake or fI ood. 

45 H e brought among them swarms of fl i es, 
which did them soreannoy; 

And divers kindsof filthy frogs 
he sent them to destroy. 

46 Hetothecaterpillar gave 
thefruitsof all theirsoil; 
Theirlabours hedeliver'd up 
untothelocusts' spoil. 

47 Their vines with hail, their sycamores 
hewith thefrostdid blast: 

48 Thei r beasts to hai I he gave; thei r fI ocks 

hotthunderboltsdid waste. 

49 Fierce burning wrath he on them cast, 

and indignation strong, 

And troubles sore, by sending forth 
ill angelsthem among. 

50 Heto his wrath madeway; their soul 

from death hedid not save; 

But over to the pesti I ence 
the I i ves of them he gave. 

51 In Egyptland thefirst-born all 
he smote down ev'ry where; 

A mong the tents of H am, ev'n these 
chief of thei r strength that were. 

52 But hisown people, liketo sheep, 

thenceto go forth he made; 

And he, amidstthewilderness, 
them, as a fI ock, d i d I ead. 

53 And hethem safely on did lead, 

so that they did not fear; 

Whereas their en'mies by thesea 
quiteoverwhelmed were. 


(44) And had turned their rivers into blood; 
and theirfloods, thatthey could notdrink. 


(45) H e sent d i vers sorts of fI i es among them, 
which devoured them; and frogs, which 
destroyed them. 


(46) H e gave al so thei r i ncrease u nto the 
caterpiller, and their labour untothelocust. 


(47) Hedestroyed their vines with hail, and 
thei r sycomore trees with frost. 

(48) H e gave u p thei r cattl e al so to the hai I, 
and theirflocksto hotthunderbolts. 

(49) H e cast upon them the fi erceness of hi s 
anger, wrath, and indignation, and trouble, 
by sending evil angels among them. 


(50) Hemadea way to hisanger; hespared 
nottheir soul from death, but gavetheir life 
over to the pesti I ence; 


(51) A nd smote al I the fi rstborn i n Egypt; the 
chief of their strength in thetabernacles of 
Ham: 


(52) But madehisown peopleto goforth like 
sheep, and guided them in the wilderness 
likeaflock. 


(53) A nd he led them on safely, so that they 
feared not: butthesea overwhelmed their 
enemies. 
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54 To borders of his sanctuary 
the Lord his peopleled, 

Ev'n to the mount which his right hand 
forthem had purchased. 

(54) A nd he brought them to the border of 
hissanctuary, even tothis mountain, which his 
right hand had purchased. 

55 Thenationsof Canaan, 
by hisalmighty hand, 

Before thei r face he d i d expel 
out of thei r nati ve 1 and; 

(55) H e cast out the heathen al so before 
them, 

Which for inheritancetothem 
by linehedid divide, 

And madethetribesof Israel 
w i th i n thei r tents abi d e. 

and divided them an inheritance by line, and 
made the tri bes of 1 srael to dwel 1 i n thei r 
tents. 

56 Yet God most high they did provoke, 
and tempted ever sti 11; 

A nd to observe hi s testi moni es 
did not inclinetheir will: 

(56) Yetthey tempted and provokedthe 
most high God, and kept not histestimonies: 

57 But, 1 i ke thei r fathers, tu rned back, 
and dealt unfaithfully: 

Asidethey turned, likea bow 
that shoots deceitfully. 

(57) Butturned back, and dealt unfaithfully 

1 ikethei r fathers: they wereturned asidelike 
adeceitful bow. 

58 For they to anger did provoke 
him with their places high; 

And with their graven images 
mov'd himtojealousy. 

(58) For they provoked him to anger with 
their high places, and moved himtojealousy 
with their graven images. 

59 When God heard this, hewaxed wroth, 
and much loath'd Isr'el then: 

60 So Shi 1 oh's tent he 1 eft, the tent 
which hehad plac'd with men. 

(59) When God heard this, hewas wroth, 
and greatly abhorred Israel: 

(60) So that he forsook the tabernacl e of 
Shiloh, thetentw/i/c/i heplaced among men; 

61 And hehisstrength delivered 
into captivity; 

Heleft hisglory inthehand 
of his proud enemy. 

(61) And delivered hisstrength into 
captivity, and hisglory into theenemy's 
hand. 

62 Hispeoplealso hegaveo'er 
unto the sword's fierce rage: 
Sosorehiswrath inflamed was 
against his heritage. 

(62) Hegavehis peopleover also untothe 
sword; and was wroth with his inheritance. 
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63 The fi re consu m'd thei r choi ce you ng 
men; 

their maidsno marriagehad; 

64 And when their priestsfell by thesword, 
their wives no mourning made. 

65 But then the Lord arose, as one 
that doth from sleep awake; 

And likea giantthat, by wine 
refresh'd, a shout doth make: 

66 Upon hisen'mies'hinder parts 
he made hi s stroke to fal I; 

And so upon them hedid put 
ashame perpetual. 

67 M oreover, he the tabernacl e 
of Joseph did refuse; 

Themighty tribeof Ephraim 
hewould in no wisechuse: 

68 But hedid chusejehudah'stribe 
to betherest above; 

And of mount Sion hemadechoice, 
which heso much did love. 

69 And hehissanctuary built 
liketo a palacehigh, 
Liketotheearth which hedid found 
to perpetuity. 

70 Of David, that his servant was, 
healso choicedid make, 

And even from thefolds of sheep 
was pleased hi m to take: 

71 From waiting on theewes with young, 
he brought hi m forth to feed 
Israel, his inheritance, 
his people,Jacob'sseed. 

72 Soaftertheintegrity 
he of hi s heart them fed; 

And by thegood skill of hishands 
them wisely governed. 


(63) Thefireconsumed theiryoung men; and 
their maidens were not given to marriage. 

(64) Their priests fel I by thesword; and their 
widows made no lamentation. 


(65) Then the Lord awaked as one out of 
sleep, and likea mighty man that shouteth by 
reason of wine. 


(66) And hesmotehisenemiesinthehinder 
parts: he put them to a perpetual reproach. 


(67) M oreover he refused the tabernacl e of 
Joseph, and chose not the tri be of Ephraim: 


(68) But chose the tri be of J udah, the mou nt 
Zion which heloved. 


(69) And hebuilthissanctuary likehigh 
palaces, liketheearth which hehath 
established for ever. 


(70) Hechose David also his servant, and 
took hi m from the sheepfolds: 


(71) Fromfollowingtheewesgreatwith 
young hebroughthimtofeed Jacob his 
people, and Israel his inheritance. 


(72) So hefed them according to the integrity 
of his heart; and guided them by the 
skilfulnessof hishands.

(8) Hehath remembered hiscovenantfor 
ever, theword which hecommanded to a 
thousand generations. 

9 Which covenant hefirmly made 
with faithful Abraham, 

And unto Isaac, by his oath, 
hedid renew thesame: 

(9) Which covenant hemadewith Abraham, 
and hisoath unto Isaac; 
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10 And untojacob, for a law, 
hemadeitfirm and sure, 

A covenant to I srael, 
which ever should endure. 

11 Hesaid, l'll giveCanaan's land 
for heritagetoyou; 

12 Whilethey werestrangersthere, and few, 
in number very few: 

13 Whileyetthey wentfrom land to land 
without a sure abode; 

And whilethrough sundry kingdomsthey 
did wander far abroad; 

14 Yet, notwithstanding suffer'd he 
no man to do them wrong: 

Yea, for their sakes, hedid reprove 

ki ngs, w ho were great and strong. 

15 Thusdid hesay, Touch yenotthose 
that mi ne anoi nted be, 

N or do the prophets any harm 
that do pertai n to me. 

16 Hecall'd forfamineontheland, 
he brakethe staff of bread: 

17 But yet he sent a man before, 
by whom they should befed; 

Ev'n Joseph, whom unnat'rally 
sell for a slavedid they; 

18 Whosefeet with fettersthey did hurt, 
and hein irons lay; 

19 U nti I theti methat his word came 
togivehim liberty; 

Theword and purposeof theLord 
did him in prison try. 

20 Then senttheking, and did command 
that heenlarg'd should be: 
Hethatthepeople's ruler was 
did send to set him free. 


(10) A nd confi rmed the same unto J acob for 
a law, andto Israel for an everlasting 
covenant: 


(11) Saying, Untotheewill I givetheland of 
Canaan, the lot of your inheritance: 

(12) When they were but a few men in 
number; yea, very few, and strangers in it. 

(13) When they went from one nation to 
another, from one ki ngdom to another 
people; 


(14) H e suffered no man to do them wrong: 
yea, he reproved ki ngs for thei r sakes; 


(15) Saying, Touch not mineanointed, and 
do my prophets no harm. 


(16) Moreover hecalled for afamineupon 
the I and: he brake the w hol e staff of bread. 

(17) H e sent a man before them, 


even Joseph, who was sold for a servant: 
(18) Whosefeet they hurt with fetters: he 
was laid in iron: 


(19) Until thetimethat his word came:the 
word oftheLORD tried him. 


(20) The king sent and loosed him; even the 
ruIer of the people, and Iet hi m go free. 
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21 A lord to rulehisfamily 
herais'd him, as mostfit; 

To hi m of al I that he possess'd 
hedid thechargecommit: 

22 Thathemightathispleasurebind 
the princes of the land; 

And hemightteach hissenators 
wisdom to understand. 

23 The people then of I srael 
down into Egypt came; 

And Jacob also sojourned 
within theland of Ham. 

24 And hedid greatly by his pow'r 
increasehis peoplethere; 

And stronger than their enemies 
they by his blessing were. 

25 Thei r heart he tu rned to envy 
hisfolk maliciously, 

With thosethat his own servants were 
to deal in subtilty. 

26 H i s servant M oses he d i d send, 
Aaron his chosen one. 

27 By these his signs and wonders great 
in Ham's land weremadeknown. 

28 Darkness he sent, and made it dark; 

his word they did obey. 

29 H e tu rn'd thei r waters i nto bl ood, 

and hetheirfish did slay. 

30 Theland in plenty broughtforth frogs 
i n chambers of thei r ki ngs. 

31 Hisword all sortsof fliesand lice 

in all their borders brings. 

32 Hehail for rain, and flamingfire 

i nto thei r I and he sent: 

33 A nd he thei r vi nes and fi g-trees smote: 
trees of thei r coasts he rent. 


(21) Hemadehim lord of his house, and 
ru I er of al I hi s substance: 


(22) Tobind hisprincesathispleasure; and 
teach his senators wisdom. 


(23) I srael al so came i nto Egypt; and J acob 
sojourned in theland of Ham. 


(24) And heincreased hispeoplegreatly; 
and madethem stronger than their enemies. 


(25) Heturned their heartto hatehis people, 
todeal subtilly with hisservants. 


(26) H e sent M oses his servant; and Aaron 
whom hehad chosen. 

(27) They shewed his signs among them, and 
wondersintheland of Ham. 

(28) H e sent darkness, and made it dark; and 
they rebelled notagainst his word. 

(29) Heturned their waters into blood, and 
slew theirfish. 

(30) Theirland broughtforth frogs in 
abundance, in the chambers of their kings. 

(31) Hespake, and therecamediverssortsof 
flies, andlicein all theircoasts. 

(32) H e gave them hai I for rai n, an d fI ami ng 
fi rein their land. 

(33) H e smote thei r vi nes al so and thei r fi g 
trees; and brake the trees of their coasts. 
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34 H e spake, and caterpi 11 ars came, 
locustsdid much abound; 

35 Which intheir land all herbsconsum'd, 
and all fruitsof their ground. 

36 Hesmoteall first-born in their land, 
chief of their strength each one. 

37 With gold and silver broughtthem forth, 
weak in thei r tribes were none. 

38 Egypt was glad when forth they went, 
theirfear on themdid light. 

39 H e spread a cl oud for coveri ng, 
and firetoshineby night. 

40 They ask'd, and hebroughtquails: with 

bread 

of heav'n hefilled them. 

41 Heopen'd rocks, floods gush'd, and ran 

i n deserts I i ke a stream. 

42 For on his holy promise he, 
and servant A br'ham, thought. 

43 With joy his people, hiselect 
with gladness, forth he brought. 

44 And untothemthepleasantlands 
he of the heathen gave; 

That of the people's labour they 
inheritance might have. 

45 That they hi s statutes mi ght observe 
according to hisword; 

And thatthey mighthislawsobey. 

Give praise unto the Lord. 


Psalm 106

and they inherited thelabour of thepeople; 


(45) That they might observe his statutes, 
and keephislaws. PraiseyetheLORD.

(2) Whocan utterthemighty actsof the 
LORD? who can shew forth all his praise? 

(3) Blessed arethey that keep judgment, and 
hethatdoeth righteousnessatall times. 

(4) Remember me, O LORD, with thefavour 

that thou bearest unto thy people: O visit me 
with thy salvation; 


(5) That I may seethe good of thy chosen, 
that I may rejoi ce i n the gl ad ness of thy 
nation, that I may glory with thine 
inheritance. 

(6) Wehavesinned with ourfathers, we 
havecommitted iniquity, wehavedone 
wickedly. 


(7) Our fathers understood not thy wonders 
in Egypt; 


they remembered not the multitudeof thy 
mercies; but provoked him at the sea, a/en at 
the Red sea. 


(8) N everthel ess he saved them for hi s 
name's sake, that he might make his mighty 
power to beknown. 


(9) H e rebuked the Red sea also, and it was 
dried up: so heled themthrough thedepths, 
asthrough thewilderness. 


(10) A nd he saved them from the hand of 
him that hated them, and redeemed them 
from the hand of the enemy. 
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11 The waters overw hel m'd thei r foes; 
notonewas leftalive. 

12 Then they believ'd his word, and praise 
to him in songsdid give. 

13 But soon did they his mighty works 
forget unthankfully, 

And on hiscounsel and hiswill 
did not waitpatiently; 

14 But much did lust in wilderness, 
and God in deserttempt. 

15 H e gave them w hat they sought, but to 
their soul he leanness sent. 

16 A nd agai nst M oses i n the camp 
their envy did appear; 

At Aaron they, the saint of God, 
enviousalso were. 

17 Thereforetheearth did open wide, 
and Dathan did devour, 

And all Abiram'scompany 
did cover in that hour. 

18 Likewiseamong their company 
afirewaskindled then; 

And sothehotconsuming flame 
burnt up these wicked men. 

19 U pon the hi 11 of H oreb they 
an idol-calf did frame, 

A molten imagethey did make, 
and worshipped thesame. 

20 And thustheir glory, and their God, 
most vainly changed they 
I nto the I i keness of an ox 
that eateth grass or hay. 

21 They did forgetthemighty God, 
that had their saviour been, 

By whom such great things brought to pass 
they had in Egypt seen. 


(11) A nd the waters covered thei r enemi es: 
there was not one of them I eft. 

(12) Then believed they his words; they sang 
his praise. 

(13) They soon forgat his works; they waited 
notfor hiscounsel: 


(14) But lusted exceedingly in the 
wilderness, and tempted God in thedesert. 

(15) A nd he gavethem thei r request; but sent 
I ean ness i nto thei r sou I. 

(16) Theyenvied Mosesalso inthecamp, and 
Aaron thesaintof theLORD. 


(17) Theearth opened and swallowed up 
Dathan, and covered the company of 
Abiram. 


(18) And afirewaskindled intheir 
company; theflameburned upthewicked. 


(19) They madea calf in Horeb, and 
worshipped themolten image. 


(20) Thusthey changed their glory intothe 
si mi I itude of an ox that eateth grass. 


(21) They forgat God their saviour, which 
had donegreatthingsin Egypt; 
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22 In Ham'sland hedid wondrous works, 

things terrible did he, 

When he his mighty hand and arm 
stretch'd out at the Red sea. 

23 Then said he, Hewould them destroy, 

had not, his wrath to stay, 

His chosen Moses stood in breach, 
that them he should not slay. 

24 Yea, they despis'd the pleasant land, 
believed nothisword: 

25 But in their tents they murmured, 
not heark'ni ng to the Lord. 

26 Therefore in desert them to slay 
helifted up hishand: 

27 'Mong nationsto o'erthrow their seed, 
and scatter in each land. 

28 They unto Baal-peor did 
themselves associate; 

The sacrifices of the dead 
they did profanely eat. 

29 Thus, by thei r I ewd i nventi ons, 
they did provoke his ire; 

And then upon them suddenly 
the pl ague brake i n as fi re. 

30 Then Phin'has rose, and justicedid, 
and sotheplaguedid cease; 

31 That to alI ages counted was 
to him for righteousness. 

32 A nd at the waters, w here they strove, 
they did him angry make, 

In such sort, that itfared ill 
with M oses for thei r sake: 

33 Becausethey therehisspirit meek 
provoked bitterly, 

Sothat heutter'd with his lips 
words unadvisedly. 


(22) Wondrousworksintheland of Ham, 
an c/terri bl e thi ngs bytheRed sea. 


(23) Therefore hesaid that he would destroy 
them, had not M oses his chosen stood before 
him inthebreach, toturn away his wrath, 
lest heshould destroy them. 

(24) Yea, they despised the pleasant land, 
they believed not his word: 

(25) But mu rmu red i n thei r tents, an d 
hearkened not unto the voice of the LORD. 

(26) Thereforehelifted up hishand against 
them, to overthrow them in thewilderness: 

(27) To overthrow their seed also among the 
nations, and to scatter them in the lands. 

(28) They joined themselves also unto 
Baalpeor, and atethesacrificesof thedead. 


(29) Thusthey provoked him to anger with 
thei r i nventi ons: and the pl ague brake i n 
upon them. 


(30) Then stood up Phinehas, and executed 
judgment: and so theplaguewasstayed. 

(31) A nd that was counted unto hi m for 
righteousness unto all generationsfor 
evermore. 

(32) They angered him also at the waters of 
strife, so that it went i 11 w ith M oses for thei r 
sakes: 


(33) Becausethey provoked hisspirit, sothat 
hespakeunadvisedly with hislips. 
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34 N or, as the Lord commanded them, 

did they the nations slay: 

35 But with the heathen mingled were, 
and learn'd of themtheir way. 

36 And they their idolsserv'd, which did 

a snare unto them turn. 

37 Their sons and daughters they to dev'ls 

in sacrificedid burn. 

38 Intheir own children'sguiltlessblood 

their handsthey did imbrue, 

Whom to Canaan's idolsthey 
for sacrificesslew: 

So wastheland defil'd with blood. 

39 They stain'd with their own way, 
And with their own inventions 

a w hori ng they d i d stray. 

40 Against his peoplekindled was 
the wrath of God therefore, 
Insomuch that hedid hisown 
inheritanceabhor. 

41 Hegavethemtotheheathen's hand; 
thei r foes d i d them command. 

42 Their en'miesthem oppress'd, they were 
madesubjecttotheir hand. 

43 Hemany timesdeliver'd them; 

but with their counsel so 
They him provok'd, thatfor theirsin 
they were brought very low. 

44 Yet thei r affI i cti on he behel d, 
when hedid heartheir cry: 

45 A nd he for them hi s covenant 

did call to memory; 

After hismercies' multitude 

46 hedid repent: And made 
Them to be pity'd of all those 

who did them captivelead. 


(34) They did not destroy the nations, 
concerning whom theLORD commanded 
them: 

(35) Butweremingled among the heathen, 
and learned their works. 

(36) And they served their idols: which were 
asnareuntothem. 

(37) Yea, they sacrificed their sons and their 
daughters unto devils, 

(38) And shed innocent blood, even the blood 
of thei r sons and of thei r daughters, whom 
they sacrificed unto theidolsof Canaan: 


and the land was polluted with blood. 

(39) Thus werethey defiled withtheirown 
works, and went a whoring with their own 
inventions. 

(40) Therefore was the wrath of the LORD 
kindled against his people, insomuch that he 
abhorred hisown inheritance. 


(41) A nd he gave them i nto the hand of the 
heathen; and they that hated them ruled over 
them. 

(42) Their enemies also oppressed them, and 
they werebrought into subjection undertheir 
hand. 

(43) Many timesdid hedeliverthem; but 
they provoked him with their counsel, and 
were brought low for their iniquity. 

(44) N evertheless he regarded their 
affliction, when heheard their cry: 

(45) And heremembered forthem his 
covenant, 

and repented accordingtothemultitudeof 
his mercies. 

(46) Hemadethem alsoto bepitied of all 
thosethat carried them captives. 
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47 O Lord our God, us save, and gather 
the heathen from among,

(12) Therefore he brought down their heart 
with labour; they fell down, and therewas 
noneto help.

(14) H e brought them out of darkness and 
theshadow of death, and braketheir bands 
in sunder.

(16) For he hath broken the gates of brass, 
and cut the bars of iron in sunder. 


(17) Fools becauseof theirtransgression, and 
becauseof their iniquities, areafflicted.
